But Very Few Declines of Importance Are
Established.

GOSSIP FROM WALL STREET ORACLES

WEDNESDAY, Nov. 9.

The tone of speculation on the Chicago
Board of Trade to-day was bullish, particu-
larly with respect to wheat; but on the
New York Stock Exchange an apparently
bearish temper developed, especially in the
truets. “‘The sction of the market in the
final proceedings,” however, says the regu-
lar Wall street special to Sproul & Co.,
“‘was far from being distasteful to the bulls.
Surprise and dismay st the political change
of thecountry were natural, but it would ap-
pear that the short selling on such factors
exceeded by far the reat liquidstion which
seemed likely in the morning. The pools
and eliques in such stocks ns Chicago Gas
were not slow o act upon this lead and sp-
parently ercourage the formation of a short
interest only to twist it in the end.” In
sizging up the post election situation thecor-
respondents of Oakley & Co. say: “Althongh
the bulls hed confidently predicted that

London would Luy stocks in the event of
the election of the Democratic candidate
for President, still orders from abroad were
found wanting, though it must have been
known in London that Mr, Clevelund wos
clected by a much larger majority than
even the most sanguine Democrats hsd
hoped for, The swecpinr victory of the
Democrats shows conclusively that the
counutry is not satisded with the MoKinley
bill, and that the change which Mr, Uleve-
Iand has pledged himself to bring sbout
must be adhered to when he assumies con-
tral of the Government. The present busi-
ness of this country is shaped nccording to
the present law, nnd, as dickering with the
tarifl is inevitable, it will, no doubt, retard
new ventures and have some effect in cui-
talling trades and diminishing business, It

tributed to the Republicans they need not
seek any 1avors from the Democrats.
